The ■WashlnBton Timcs-Hcrnld says that 
General Marshall has been In conflict with 
the British. Our chief of slntf wanls to In- 
vade from Britain, while the Kn^Ush prefer 
tile Balkan route. Tliereforc, Marshall Is to 
be sncrlflced for standing In llic way of 
British Imperial plans. 
This Ilts only In part with the known fact. 
■ General Klarshall did. on good authority, 
want to use England ns the principal base 
lor smashlnR Hitler. The British did want 
- the Mediterranean roiite. Thus far the Brit' 
Ish have won, and every Indication sueeest.'i 
that their victory Includes a Balfcan approach 
to Hunlnnd. Why, then, should they want to 
get rid of General Marshall? . 

In army circles the chief of staff Is almost 
deified, and Is criticized less than most men 
In such position. Most of what criticism Is 
heard has been that he gets on too well with 
the British— the/ he Is too reasonable and 
temperate and dcslrous'of complete harmony. 
Whatever may be behind the supposed 
c.ibal against General Marshall, we join with 
others in hoping that either It Is non-exlsteht 
or that It falls. 

As chief of staff, Marshall Is de facto coin- 
mnnder-ln-chlef of all American forces 
tlirouKhout the wofld. The most spectacular 
field comqiand would represent demotion, 
It would confine his talents to a slnfjle 
theater of .operation, as the Army and Navy 
Journal points out. 

Moreover— and this Is not In criticism of 
Marsha.ll— there i.-i no evidence that he would 
make a superlative field commander. I: 
Ecr.lus has been as an organizer, not as. 
leader, In' tlie Ijlglier ranks, at least, 1 
never has bptri a battle officer. 
' His reputation arose as a chief of operations 
—first.' for the famous first division, then for 
-a corps (when hcplaycd a principal part In 
crEanlzinK the St. Mlhlel olfcnslve) and 
later lor the first army, which was boEsl"K 
down In the Meusc-Argonne offensive until 
^ he took hold and cleared up Its ^Jlttf Icultles 
In> a hurry. 

As a matter of training and planning. 
slratcBy and tactics there- Is no reason to 
believe that any American officer 'Is his 
peer. As a field leader, there is no ren|soa to 
suspect that he would be as good astel.seh' 
howor. MacArthur, or several ol their Ameri- 
can ixnd British su"bordlnatcs, 
. The military phases of the war arc golnf 
"splendidly as they are., thanks largely to the 
fWorlc General Marshall has been doing In 
Washington., 
. To shITt him now, In the guise of ■'promot- 
ing" him to a field command, might be 
tragic.
